HIGH'S STREET FLOOR 
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A CRUCIAL ISSUE 

The long-drawn fight of the southeast for 
fair treatment in the matter of railroad freight 
rates is rapidly drawing toward the crucial 
stage. Opening hearings on the issue have al- 
ready been held by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The case for the southeast, under 
the leadership of the Southeastern Governors’ 
Conference, was ably presented at a hearing in 
Birmingham. : 

On July 12, at Buffalo, N. Y., northern ship- 
ping interests will present rebuttal testimony, 
in an effort to defeat this attempt by the south- 
east to secure equal treatment in transportation 
costs. 

The southeast must push the fight to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. To do this requires funds. 
Legal costs must be met and there are other 
unavoidable expenses. 

Birmingham business and industry has al- 
ready subscribed $10,000 for this purpose. A 
similar sum is asked of Atlanta. A committee 
composed of Lane Young, Eugene Harrington 
and Arthur Harris has been named to raise this 
amount here. That they will be successful al- 
most goes without saying. 

For the better part of a century southeastern 
industry has been handicapped, when compet- 
ing with New England and northern rivals, by 
the unjust differentials in freight rates levied 
against this territory. In innumerable instances 
it costs the southeastern manufacturer more to 
ship his products to market than it does his 
northern competitor, despite the fact that the 
haul from this section is the shorter of the two. 

Judge Edgar Watkins, counse! for the south- 
ern petitioners, states that the rate differential 
against Georgia on all commodity and class 
traffic averages 25 per cent. Under such a 
handicap it is nothing short of miraculous that 
many industries can continue to operate. Some 
have found they cannot and have closed down, 
or moved. 

The southeast does not ask any advantages 
for itself, all it wants is equal treatment. Freight 
rates should be based upon a nation-wide sys- 
tem, cost depending upon length of haul. The 
present system of differentials according to 
territory of origin is fundamentally unfair. 

Enactment of the wages and hours bill has 
placed the item of labor costs upon an indus- 
trial instead of a geographic basis. While the 
differentials in wages between north and south 
have never been as great as some have claimed, 
that difference will ultimately be entirely wiped 
out. 

It is only simple justice that if such costs of 
manufacturing are to be regulated upon a na- 
tional basis, other costs such as freight rates 
should also be fixed on nation-wide scale. There 
should be no advantage of this type for one 
manufacturer over another simply by reason 
of location. 

Atlanta will undoubtedly quickly fill its 
quota of the fund required to continue this 
fight for fair play. The southeast has never 
had an opportunity such as the present one to 
remedy this condition. It will not be the fault 
of the southeast if the injustice is not quickly 
removed,

TO BURN OR NOT TO BURN 

The fact that more forest resources are de- 
stroyed by fire each year in the south than are 
actually consumed industrially and in domestic 
usage, has firmly established the majority 
opinion that co-operative fire control is essen- 
tial in timber and pulpwood development. Yet 
another school of thought is firm in its con- 
tention that an annual burning-over during 
January or February, to prevent the accumula- 
tion of brush, leaves and grass, is invaluable in 
reducing loss to mature growth when and if 
accidental fire strikes. 


The inevitable result of accidental fire, ac- 
cording to the latter view, is that one third to 
one-half of the mature timber is destroyed, be- 
cause of accumulated waste around the trees. 
Fires burn longer and naturally kill the trees. 
But if the land is burned over annually, leaves 
and grass do not accumulate. Fires sweep over 
the land more quickly and without serious 
damage. 


“But,” rejoins a spokesman for the United 
States Forest Service, “annual burnings result 
in understocked stands and lower yields per 
acre. Fully stocked stands cannot be had with 
annual burnings, because even light fires de- 
stroy the seedlings and young saplings. Such 
seedlings which survive and become mature 
trees owe their existence to fortuitous circum- 
stances. 


“The splendidly stocked young stands such 
as are now to be found in southeast Georgia 
are due to rigid exclusion of fire. Four million 
acres of privately-owned timber land in this 
section of the state is under co-operative forest 
fire protection, the cost of which is being met 
with federal, state, county and private funds. 
These owners, who are putting their own money 
into control work, believe it is a good invest- 
ment.” 


After weighing one opinion against the 
other, it is obvious that co-operative fire con- 
trol and conservation are essential if the south 
is to produce the required volume of forest 
products and, at the same time, maintain and 
preserve the source of supply. Annual burnings 
might protect the mature trees in case of acci- 
dental fire, but they do incalculably greater 
damage to the industry as a whole by destroy- 
ing the mature trees of the future. 


Latest reports indicate that the expanding 
paper pulp industry in the south will soon 
double the. demand for rough wood. Mills in 
operation and under construction will require 
9,000,000 standard cords annually in the pro- 
duction of wrapping paper, box boards, liner, 
wall board and other products. As inexhaust- 
ible supply of the essential raw material, pine 
wood, can be assured only through co-operative 
effort. 


TOURIST PARADISE 
Governor Rivers’ vision of Georgia as & 
tourist paradise, expressed in a speech at Helen, 
Ga., Saturday, when he dedicated a bridge in 
the heart of the mountainous region, again 
calls the attention of the people of the state 
to the great value of park development. 


The scenery of the northern state moun- 
tains is equalled in only a few sections of the 
country. It is one of the last playground fron- 
tiers of the nation. But it must remain a fron- 
tier until necessary development has been ac- 
complished and the tourist provided with the 
comforts the modern-day traveler requires. To- 
day, these mountains and forests are a woods- 
man’s paradise—parts of them will always be 
that—but for the attraction of tourists the 
present system of parks must be expanded to 
provide the luxuries of “camping out” for the 
city-bred pleasure seeker. The state has con- 
structed the model for the future in Vogel 
State park, but the co-operation of the state, 
each county and individual must be given 
wholeheartedly if Georgia is to realize the vis- 
ion of the Governor. 


It was in the Helen section that the first 
gold in Georgia was discovered and some mines 
there still yield this precious metal. But this 
gold will seem only small change if the tour- 
ist business can be properly developed. First, 
however, there must be provided the accom- 
modations. Then must come advertising, to sell 
to the people of all the country the ;eauties 
of nature in the hills of the north Georgia area. 
Once seen by the vanguard of the tourist 
Stream, there can be little doubt that others 
will follow in ever-increasing numbers. 

The Governor has provided the vision. It is 
up to the people to complete the reality.

THE DOCTORS’ BURDEN 
(From the Chattanooga Times.) 

Despite the warning made by an assistant 
surgeon general of the United States that the 
public would act to supply the masses of indi- 
gents with adequate medical care unless the med- 
ical profession itself acted quickly to solve the 
problem, members of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, meeting this week, prebably found a 
more forceful argument for group action in the 
enormous relief load borne by doctors, the ever- 
increasing burden of free treatment and the in- 
ability of private medicine to serve the masses 
without aid. 

Addressing the convention in San Francisco 
Monday, Dr. J. H. J. Upham, retiring president, 
and Dr. Irvin Abell, incoming president of the 
A. M. A., asserted that the demands of indigent 
and low-income groups for free treatment have 
become too great for the profession to bear 
alone. Dr. Abell estimated that the country’s 
130,000 physicians are donating $1,000,000 worth 
of services daily to underprivileged patients and 
said their contribution was “not equaled or ex- 
ceeded by any agency other than the federal gov- 
ernment.” Without using the term “socialized 
medicine,” both speakers acknowledged that the 
problem had “forced collective thinking” and had 
given rise to proposals that the need be met by 
federal funds.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

LION AND LAMB WASHINGTON, June 21.—The millenniuf, 

when the lion and the lamb shall lie down 
together, is very far from being at hand. But, although business 
and government have never been more unfriendly, the time is not 
yet past when Edward R. Stettinius Jr., chairman of the board of 
the United States Stee] Corporation, and Thurman W. Arnold, offi- 
cial trust-buster of the New Deal, can take a cocktail off the same 
tray. 

The meeting was a significant one—less because the New Deal- 
ers present assured the businessmen that the on-coming anti- 
monopoly inquiry would be fair and reasonable, than because it was 
part of a new and more promising effort to bring government and 
business together. 

The get-together was arranged by Prentiss Coonley, a tall, sandy- 
haired, pleasant-mannered partner of Paul Shields, the powerful 
broker who is Wall Street’s chief contact with the White House. 
At the suggestion of W. Averill Harriman, chairman of the beard 
of the Union Pacific railroad and another White House friend, Coon- 
ley moved to Washington a month or so ago to promote better 
business-government relations. 

With a desk in the Business Advisory Council offices at the Com- 
merce Department and a handsome house in Georgetown, Coonley 
has been hard at work. Last Thursday evening, when Stettinius 
and Arnold dined with him, was a sample effort. 


EVENING PARTY The-other men present were SEC Commis- 

sioner Jerome N. Frank; Leon Henderson, 
the WPA economist; Thomas G. Corcoran; Clarence Francis, presi- 
dent of General Foods; George Sloan, of the Cotton Textile Insti- 
tute, and Blackwell Smith, a Washington lawyer. 

The party was not only distinguished, it was agreeable. Before 
and during dinner, shop talk was outlawed. And then, after coffee 
and cigars, there was a round table. Since the New Dealers were 
all men deeply interested in the anti-monopoly inquiry, while the 
businessmen were all potential victims, it was rather naturally the 
principal subject. 

The voluble and entertaining Arnold assured the businessmen 
that the chief object of the inquiry would be to obtain facts. Yet 
with his delight in upsetting others, he could not refrain from pre- 
dicting, from time to time, that the inquiry would not lack for ex- 
citing moments. Frank went further, stating that he thought it 
most important that “witch-hunting” be avoided, that the inquiry be 
modeled on a British royal commission. And Henderson supported 
Frank, pointing out that if businessmen could defend “restrictive” 
price policies, the inquiry would give them a forum. 

The gathering was friendly. And while the differences in the 
New Deal and the business definitions of “witch-hunting” probably 
prevented any important results, at least the party broke up with 
each side better able to understand the other. 


STILL BUGABOOS Since he first came to Washington, Coonley 
has held a series of similar meetings. His 
effort was suggested by Averill Harriman after the President’s now 
long-forgotten fireside chat offering the olive branch to business, 
And although the olive branch seemed to be promptly withdrawn, 
Coonley has gone hopefully on, mixing bank presidents and left- 
wing economists, large industrialists and White House advisers. 

It might be added that the real significance of the Coonley 
effort is to be found in its failure to produce real results. In the 
period since his meetings began, the relations between business and 
government have steadily worsened. The pump-priming bill, which 
would once have produced temporary business confidence, has only 
aroused more fear. The White House purge of the Democratic 
party is looked upon with excitable suspicion. And the anti-monop- 
oly inquiry, in spite of all the assurances, remains a terrifying 
bugaboo, even for the men who dined with Coonley. 

And all this is so although Coonley and many other influential 
men have tried in different ways to cure the situation. The an- 
swer would appear to be that the interests of the New Deal and 
of business are too contradictory to permit peace between them. 

Indeed, the chances now are that the warfare between business 
and the New Deal will grow steadily more violent. The President 
is seeking a political realignment in which all conservatives will be

Reduction From Eight Cents

July 1. 


ROME, Ga., June 21.—Bus fare 
in Rome will be reduced from 
eight to five cents July 1, city 
commission decided last night as 
it adopted a proposal of the Geor- 
gia Power Company, which had 
been initiated by the Rome Cen- 
ral Labor body.
